Harriman was President Ly n­ 
do n B. Jo hnso n’s chief nego tia­ 
to r at the Paris peace talks 
fro m the time they first began 
in May 19 68 until Nix o n to o k o f­ 
fice in Januay . 
In an interv iew at his Wash­ 
ingto n ho me, the v eteran Demo 
cratic diplo mat and fo rmer New 


Yo rk go v erno r o utlined his v iew 
that a mutual reductio n o f v io 
tence in Vietnam—with a U.S. 
initiativ e in "takir^ a mtx 'e de­ 
fensiv e po sitio n” and demand­ 
ing a like respo nse fro m the en­ 
emy —is needed to pro mo te pro 
gress in the nego tiatio ns. 
"I do no t beUev e there will be 
much pro gress at Paris until 
there is a reductio n o f v io lence 
in Vietnam.” he said. 
Nix o n’s 8-po int plan, set fo rth 
in his Wednesday night speech, 
pro po sed a mutual U.S.-Ncx -th 
Vietnamese withdrawal o f ma­ 
jo r fo rces o v er a 12-mo nth span 
but did no t specify a pre-cease­ 
fire scaling do wn o f ho stilities to 
impro v e the 
nego tiating cli­ 
mate. 
In Harriman’s o pinio n, such a 
step wo uld hav e been po ssible 
fo llo wing the withdrawal o f 
so me No rth Vietnamese fo rces 
after last No v ember’s halt in

CAPE KENNEDY. Fla < AP) 
— When the Apollo 10 astro­ 
nauts turn on their newest tele­ 
vision camera and transmit to 
earth next week, y ou probably 
will notice one improvement 
more significant than the fact 
that the picture is in color for 
the first time from space 
More notable will be their na­ 
tural human movements With 
the new camera, developed by 
Westinghouse for military proj­ 
ects and adapted to Apollo 10 in 
less than three months, those 
jerky motions from previous 
flights are replaced by normal 
action. 
The new camera transmits at 
the 525 scan lines that appear on 
home television screens, while 
tiie flickering action on the cam­ 
era used previously resulted 
from its transmission at only 
200 scan lines. 
As for color, inside pictures 
may be a disappointment. Vir­ 
tually every thing in the space­ 
craft is a bland gray . 
Stanley Lebar, Westinghouse 
program manager for Apollo 
cameras, said in checking for 
colored objects to photograph in 
the spacecraft, a crew came up 
with a short list: the Apollo 10 
cloth patches and American 
flags on the astronauts' uni­ 
forms, the red cross on the first 
aid kit and the flesh tones of the 
astronauts' faces. 
“But the view every one is 
looking forward to is the earth 
in color,” Lebar said. 
There will be a delay of 10 
seconds from the time the pic­ 
ture is received in the space 
center at Houston until it is sent 
out. In this time, the red. green 
and blue seq uence signals ifrom 
the color wheel camera will be 
sy nchronized through two video 
tape recorders. 
It wouldn't be necessary to do 
this for home color TV sets, said 
the camera’s develc^r, Larkin 
Niemy er, but it is done so that 
TV networks and stations can 
videotape it and play it back lat­ 
er. 
The colw camera the astro­ 
nauts will use in the command 
module weighs 13 pounds. They 
also will have a three-pound 
monitOT which they can attach 
to the camera or to the metal 
spacecraft or hold in one hand. 
Another new camera feature 
is a zoom lens that can, with a 
twist of the astronaut’s wrist, 
increase the size of an object 
nine times.

War II, Bradley ’s personal cor­ 
respondence also may cast new 
light on such episodes as Presi­ 
dent Harry S Truman’s remov­ 
al of Gen Douglas MacArthur 
during the Korean War and in­ 
terservice battling over the Air 
Force B36 bomber. 
The 76-y ear-old Bradley , one 
of the notable field commanders 
of World War II, was Army 
chief of staff in the late 1940s 
and first chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff after creation of 
the Department of Defense. 
Army officials said the plan is 
to dedicate the Bradley collec­ 
tion on May 8 .19 70. the 25th an­ 
niversary of the V-E Day the 
end of the war in Europe. 
The House Armed Services 
Committee has cleared legisla­ 
tion which would permit govern­ 
ment acceptance of the docu­ 
ments and provide a place to 
put them. 
Officials at Carlisle Barracks, 
home of the Army War College, 
said only a few boxes of Bradley 
material have arrived. The re­ 
mainder is ex pected in the next 
several months. 
Ret. Maj. Gen. Ted Clifton, 
former military aide to the late 
President John F. Kennedy , 
said in an interview that two ci­ 
vilian ex perts are appraising 
the Bradley documents and oth­ 
er mementoes, described by 
Clifton as “q uite valuable.’’ 
Qifton and Army authorities 
said they do not know how large 
the Carlisle research collection 
will be. Some is in storage and 
much remains at the Bradley 
home in Beverly Hills, Calif., 
Clifton said. 
Clifton said the papers include

A new series of 12 teaching 
films on the science and art of 
football, ranging from the pow­ 
er sweep to the defense against 
the pass, will bring all the tricks 
of the trade to the college and 
high school coaches and play­ 
ers. In effect, the idea is to 
make Lombardi an assistant 
coach at countless schools.

Of course, Lombardi has left 
Green Bay now and is back in 
the coaching business as head 
man at Washington. 
A quick preview of some of 
the films is a revelation to one 
who thinks he knows something 
about football. A sequence on 
the art of pass blocking and the 
technique of the play pass gives 
a good insight into Lombardi’s 
emphasis on individual tech­ 
nique.

Case after the Nix o n law firm, o f which he and the 
President are senio r p artners, receiv ed $771,129 .83 
fro m El Paso , their lo ng-time clients. 
When a man's do wn, he's do wn. Bu t I fo r o ne do 
no t intend to be p art o f the Fo rtas-kicking brigade. 
Fo r a man's life sho u ld be ju dged no t by o ne act 
alo ne. And mistaken as Fo rtas was in temp o rarily 
taking a fee fro m Lo u Wo lfso n, I recall so me o ther 
instances when Abe sto o d u p to be co u nted at a time 
when few o thers sto o d with him. 
There was the case o f Do ro thy Bailey , the lo wly 
civ il 
serv ice wo rker in the 
Dep artment 
o f 
Co mmerce who was attacked by the senato r fro m 
Wisco nsin. Jo e McCarthy , as a Co mmu nist and was 
no t giv en a chance to face her accu sers. U was no t a 
p o p u lar case. No o ne had ev er heard (rf Do ro thy 
Bailey . No o ne cared v ery mu ch abo u t her. Bu t an 
imp o rtant issu e was inv o lv ed — namely , the right to 
face tho se who accu se y o u . 
And Abe Fo rtas, with his p artners, engaged in a 
lo ng-ex p ensiv e, time-co nsu ming battle to defend 
this o bscu re civ il serv ant. They to o k no fee and p aid 
fo r all ex p enses o u t o f their o wn p o ckets. In the end, 
they wo n. 
It was a v itally imp o rtant landmark case inv o lv ing 
the rights o f all Americans. Bu t tho se who no w ru sh 
in to kick the p ro strate figu re o f Abe Fo rtas did no t 
lift a finger to help in tho se day s. In fact, the p resent

There was ano ther' instance when Abe Fo rtas 
sto o d u p to be co u nted, when Dr. Owen Lattimo re, a 
Jo hns Ho p kins p ro fesso r, was singled o u t by Jo e 
McCarthy as a Co mmu nist. Lattimo re was an ex p ert 
o n Mo ngo lian and Chinese relatio ns, had been a 
histo ry teacher o f o riental affairs. 
Ho wev er, 
McCarthy , in his desp erate determinatio n to find 
so meo ne co nnected with the State Dep artment who 
was a Co mmu nist, ju mp ed o n Lattimo re as hard as 
the critics are ju mp ing o n Fo rtas to day . 
Once again the Fo rtas law firm defended a man 
u nju stly accu sed, did it with their o wn mo ney , their 
o wn time, and wo n. It to o k fiv e y ears to fight the 
Lattimo re battle. He had been indicted fo r allegedly 
p erju ring himself abo u t u sing Lau ghlin Cu rrie's 
o ffice ten y ears befwe. No o ther law firm in 
Washingto n had the gu ts to stand u p and defend 
Owen Lattimo re against the sav agery o f the all- 
p o werfu l Jo e McCarthy at that time.

The militant Negro es reached a dead end the recent Sun­ 
day they interrupted the mo rning wo rship at Riv ersule 
Church in New Yo rk City . J ames Fo rman and six ‘bo dy ­ 
guards” pushed the ministers aside and to o k o v er the altar 
jefo re a co ngregatio n o f 1,5 00 stunned wo rshipers. 
Fo rman then pro ceeded to lecture the gathering o n his 
demands fo r reparatio ns to the black co mmunity which in­ 
cluded mo st o f the pro perty , assets and pro grams o f this 
histo ric church. His main co mplaint was the actio n o f 
do no r J o hn 
D. Ro ckefeller who had “ ex plo ited” the Negro 
co mmunity . Riv erside Church is adjacent to Harlem and 
therefo re the mo st v ulnerable target. 
This entire scene is just o ne mo re act in the theater o f 
the absurd being play ed o ut by tho se who hav e so me v ery 
v alid co mplaints—which hav e led to irratio nal behav io r and 
raging demands. 
Of all the churches in New Yo rk City —o r the United 
States fo r that matter—few can equal and no ne can si^pass 
the thrilling reco rd o f Riv erside Church. This religio us 
fello wship has been in the fro nt trenches o f ev ery so cial 
issue to hit the ChrisUan co mmunity . 
When wars start to rumble and the military rides high, 
Riv erside pulpit has been the first to challenge the assump­ 
tio ns o f a warfare so ciety . 
When Martin Luther King J r. trav eled no rth in search 
o f aid and suppo rt fo r the civ il rights strategy in the So uth, 
Riv erside was first with mo ney and manpo wer. 
Fo r decades Riv erside has been the staging area fo r stu­ 
dents and seminarians o f all faiths who share the same turf 
o f Mo rningside Heights. When the Po o r Peo ple’s Campaign 
stumbled alo ng in Washingto n, again perso nnel and sup­ 
po rt flo wed fro m the co mpassio nate heart o f a great reli­ 
gio us fello wship. 
Only the fo o ls o r the igno rant wo uld no t kno w that Riv er­ 
side has been an integrated co ngregatio n fo r decades— 
may be 30 o r 40 y ears. So lo ng and so unnecessary to ev en 
mark the ev ent! The pro fessio nal staff has had Negro es 
and Puerto Ricans as full-time pasto rs fo r mo re than a 
do zen y ears. Ev ery aspect o f the church life, fro m y o uth 
gro ups to cho irs to o fficial bo ards, is filled with the racial 
mix o f peo ple fro m ev ery branch o f so ciety . Here the 
black kids o f Harlem play ev ery day in ex citing pro grams 
o f spo rts and perso nal gro wth. Here fo reign students learn 
English and theater gro ups wo rk o n play s, films and pag­ 
eants. And here is o ne o f the great FM radio statio ns in 
the co untry —WRVR-FM. 
The black militants hav e many co mplaints—real and 
imaginary . Riv erside Church is no t o ne o f them, fo r this 
is the co ngregatio n that gav e serio us tho ught to calling 
ther King J r. 
Martin Lut 
as its pasto r! 
My respo nse to the interruptio n o f mo rning wo rship is 
swift and angry : Thro w the intruders o ut. Freedo m o f 
speech and freedo m o f wo rship are what this co untry is all 
abo ut. When the Klan o r the SDS o r the Yo ung Nazis o r the 
black militants want to break up these rights fo r their o wn 
brand o f so ciety , they hav e pro faned the ho ly with their 
inso lence. 
What this incident sho uld rev eal to us is the understand­ 
ing that black racism is just as ugly as white and we within 
the Christian co mmunity sho uld wo rk o v ertime to resist 
bo th.

a s t a u gu st my wife a nd I 
j were tra v eling through 
the lov ely da iry country of 
southern Vermont, I a t the 
wheel a nd she looking a t the 
scenery , when suddenly she 
ex cla imed, ‘‘Look a t tha t ma g­ 
nificent old elm.” 
“ Where? ” 
“ Ov er there,” she sa id, “ to sta r­ 
boa rd.” 
“ Ov er there to sta rb o a rd ! 
Wha t 
kind of nonsense is tha t in the la nd­ 
locked sta te of Vermont? ” 
It’s not so la ndlocked, though; in 
fa ct, we were just then in the process 
of floa ting pa st its west coa st in a 
boa t on our wa y from New York to 
Ca na da . Our highwa y wa s a twisting 
stretch of one of the country ’s lea st- 
a pprecia ted roa d sy stems: the inla nd 
wa terwa y s. 
While we America ns tour the motor 
highwa y s by the tens of millions ev ­ 
ery summer, only a rela tiv e ha ndful 
of us know tha t the United Sta tes 
possesses a network of riv ers a nd 
ca na ls, whose wonderful bea uty is 
unsurpa ssed a nd whose ex tent is un­ 
ma tched by a ny other wa terwa y sy s­ 
tem in the world. 
Though it is a ctua lly a commer­ 
cia l sy stem, built a nd ma inta ined for 
ba rges a nd ta nkers, a ny one with a 
boa t ca n use it And, tha nks to a new 
kind of cruising v ehicle, the house­ 
boa t the trip ca n now be ma de in 
the kind of comfort tha t’s usua lly 
a s^ ia ted with renting a cotta ge by 
a la ke. 
Ten y ea rs a go a houseboa t wa s es­ 
sentia lly nothing more tha n a house 
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with a buoy a nt ba sement with which 
one tied it to a dock. But in the ea rly 
196 0s a group of « ma rt boa t builders 
bega n to redesign the cra ft, a nd to­ 
da y the house pa rt sits on a ruggedly 
designed hull of steel, a luminum, or 
fiber gla ss tha t’s often sea worthy 
enough for ocea n trips a nd fa st 
enough to tow wa ter skiers. 
Ba sica lly , though, it’s not a n ocea n 
boa t; the houseboa t w to the con­ 
v entiona l cruiser wha t the sta tion 
wa gon is to the sports ca r, a nd for 
ocea n-going a nd fishing y ou ca n’t 
bea t the cruiser. It is in the inla nd 
wa terwa y s tha t the houseboa t ha s 
no peers. The rea son is this: 
By sa crHlciiig the conv entioiml 
cruiser’s ra cy lines a nd its open sit­ 
ting a rea a stern, designers ha v e 
cra mined two to three times a s much 
liv ing spa ce into a giv en length of 
hull. They ’v e widened the hull a few 
feet a nd used a lmost its entire length 
a s a pla tform for a n honest-to-good- 
ness, squa re-sha ped ho use—equipped 
with such bla ta ntly houselike a ppur­ 
tena nces a s screen doors, picture win­ 
dows, sta ll showers, a nd “ queen-sized” 
studio beds. 
The result is tha t ma ny of the 
cra ft look, inside a nd out, a s if they ’d 
been ripped loose from a Holida y Inn. 
The house illusion is so strong tha t 
one night a depa rting guest on our 
boa t opened the front door, turned 
to wa v e good-by to us, a nd wa lked 
into the riv er! 
A scene I sa w through the picture 
window of a 8 2-foot houseboa t a t a 
ma rina one ra iny da y la st summer 
sums up the tra nsforma tion. Sprea d 
out on the wa ll-to-wa ll ca rpeting of 
the liv ing-room floor a t the bow were 
three children pla y ing a ga me, a nd 


down three steps behind them in the 
kitchenette a midships wa s their 
mother, cooking on a ga s stov e. I 
didn’t see the fa ther, but I like to 
think he wa s a sleep in one of the 
beds fa rther a ft. 
Houseboa t sa les a nd renta ls a re 
now the fa stest-growing segment of 
the booming plea sure-boa t industry , 
a nd it will soon be a s ea sy to rent 
a houseboa t a s a ca r. My boa t, for 
insta nce, ca me frmn a na tiona l ser­ 
v ice ca lled Rent-A-Cruise of America 
(Florence, Ala .) tha t works much 
like Hertz or Av is. It ha s a bout 6 00 
boa ts a t more tha n 8 00 loca tions 
a round the country . The compa ny 
prov ides ev ery thing y ou need, from 
cha rts to linens a nd kitchenwa re, so 
tha t a ll y ou ha v e to bring a boa rd is 
y our clothes. 
We could ha v e gone to a loca l boa t­ 
y a rd or ma rina , ma ny of which keep 
a few houseboa ts strictly for renta l 
purposes. In fa ct, these pla ces a re 
multipl3dng so ra pidly a ll ov er the 
country tha t Fa mily Ho useb o a ting 
ma ga zine, which tries to keep tra ck 
of them, ha s to publish a new list 
ev ery six months or so. 
In tmrms of person-per-da y costs, 
a rented-houseboa t v a ca tion isn’t a s 
ex pensiv e a s y ou might think. My 
32-footer cost $8 25 a week (or slight­ 
ly less in certa in a rea s of the South, 
where the sea son is longer). If y ou 
fill up a ll a boa t’s beds a nd ea t a ll 
y our mea ls a boa rd, it will cost a bout 
the sa me per person a s a sleeping- 
in-motels a nd ea ting-in-resta ura nts 
ca r trip. 
Ha v ing rented the boa t, the nex t 
problem wa s, where to go? The 
choices a re ma ny . From my home 
town of Croton-on-Hudson, N.Y., if

in the riv er. One a rrow points to the 
left: “ Erie Ca na l,Sy rscuse,a nd Buf­ 
fa lo. Speed Limit 10 mph.” Ta ke this 
fork a nd y ou wlU wind up on La ke 
Erie. From there y ou ca n continue 
on to Chica go, a nd v ia the Illinois 
Riv er to the Mississippi. Then y ou 
ca n tra v el fmr 12,000 miles on a v a st 
sy stem of locks a nd cha nnels from 
Minnea polis, Minn., to Brownsv ille, 
Tex a s—a ll without stepping on dry 
la nd once. 
But insfecki, my wife a nd I took 
the right fork tha t led by ca na l, riv er, 
a nd La ke Cha mpla in to the St. La w- 
ren<^—from which a dditiona l end­ 
less ma zes of Ca na dia n wa terwa y s 
were a v a ila ble to us. So huge is 
the whole interlocking sy stem—more 
tha n 8 0,000 miles—tha t if we were 
to spend the rest of our summers 
cruising it we would nev er ha v e to 
pa ss the sa me point twice. 
Once wa terborne, we quickly dis­ 
cov ered wha t is proba bly the most 
compelling single fa ct a bout wa ter­ 
wa y touring: for long stretches, the 
America one sees tends, ev en toda y , 
to be a n America untouched by the 
20th century . For our civ iliza tion ha s 
dev eloped ma inly a long the highwa y s 
a nd ra ilroa ds a nd ha s left the riv er­ 
sides to the fa rmer a nd the rich 
ma n’s grea t ma nsion. 
It’s true tha t we sa iled through 
some hideously discolored wa ter reek­ 
ing of pollution a nd tha t sectimis of 
the shore line ma tched in industria l 
ugliness a ny thing a long the roa ds. 
But for hour a fter hour on the Hud­ 
son, we sa iled pa st the old Dutch 
pa troon country with sta triy châ tea ux 
presiding ov er ba ronia l riv er v iews; 
pa st long, na rrow stretches where 
the riv er is more like a creek a nd 
its ba nks a re hidden by ma rshes full 
of red-wing bla ckbirds; pa st miles 
of rolling cow pa stures with wea th­ 
ered-red ba ms a nd white silos. 
Tha pa ca of riv er life, too, seems 
a throwba ck to a psst century . Cruis­ 
ing a t eight miles per hour (some 
boa ts cruise a t more tha n 8 0 mph), 
we didn’t ga uge our progress in 
terms of miles per da y but ra ther 
in hours tra v eled, scenery seen, sun 
ba thed in, or fish ca ught 
Often the scenery wa s so ov erpow-

ering tha t we slowed to little more 
tha n a d rift a nd once a dog who 
ha d a stick he wa nted us to throw 
for him followed us a long the side 
of a ca na l for 20 minutes before turn­ 
ing ba ck. 
Ev en the v olume of tra iBc wa s 
a bout wha t it must ha v e been in the 
pre-20th century . In fa ct one of the 
best things a bout riv er sa iling is how 
few people seem to know a bout it. 
For while boa ting is a fa st-growing 
industry , most of the sa iling is con­ 
centra ted a round a few high-density 
points, a nd on the long rea ches of 
riv er between cities we often found 
ourselv es a lone. The ma gnificent 
(Hia mpla in ca na l sy stem in upsta te 
New York, a s bea utiful a wa terwa y 
a s ca n be found a nd one tha t’s close 
to the country ’s densest popula tion 
a rea , is tra v ersed by only a bout 2,000 
plea sure boa ts in a y ea r. Often on 
this ca na l, we were the only boa t in 
a lock. 
WMcIi brings us to a fly in the 
ointment of this idy llic life tha t y ou 
should know a bout: the process known 
a s “ locking through,” which o n some, 
wa terwa y s ca n be required ev ery few 
miles a s the ca na l goes up or down 
a hill. Locking through ca n be a 
plea sa nt brea k in the routine, but the 
procedure is misera ble if y ou get 
mix ed up with commercia l tra ffic, 
for plea sure boa ts on the inla nd wa ­ 
terwa y s a re a t the bottom of ev ery 
lock-ke^ris priority list Freight 
goes first a s we discov ered one da y 
when we wa ited two hours for three 
turtle-slow petroleum a nd pulp-pa per 
ba rges to go through, ev en though 
we ha d a rriv ed first. 
But mostly the life of the wa ter­ 
wa y tourist is lov ely . Ca n a ny la nd­ 
lubber just wa lk in off the street a nd 
rent a boa t to enjoy it? Lega lly , y es. 
To pilot a boa t of up to 6 5 feet, 
there is no a ge requirement, no driv ­ 
er’s test, no license. When I left the 
dock with my new comma nd, I ha d 
nev er before sa iled a powerix wt, a nd 
my tota l tra ining consisted of a ha lf- 
hour cruise a round the ba y under the 
tutela ge of the ma n who ha d rented 
it to me. 
But I ca lled the hea d of the loca l 
Coa st Gua rd Aux ilia ry squa dron a nd 
a sked him how a la ndlubber like me 
could prepa re for a houseboa t trip. 


He told me a bout the free boa t-ha n­ 
dling courses offered ev ery spring by 
the Coa st Gua rd Aux ilia ry a nd the 
U.S. Power Squa dron. 
I wa s a lrea dy too la te for tha t, but 
I wa s told a bout a book ca lled “ Pilot­ 
ing, Sea ma nship a nd Sma ll Boa t 
Ha ndling“ by Cha rles P. Cha pma n 
(Motor Boa ting Pub. Co.). This won­ 
derful bible of the sma ll-boa t ha n­ 
dler told me ev ery thing I needed to 
know, from how to ma ke fa st to a 
dock to wha t fla g to fly when the Sec­ 
reta ry of Sta te comes a boa rd. 
Lea rning cha rt rea ding a nd the 


blows its fuse a s soon a s more tha n 
a couple of boa ts plug in. Others a re 
ela bora te, with swimming pools, ba rs, 
resta ura nts, showers, a nd ev en coin 
la undries. 
But in a houseboa t y ou don’t ha v e 
to depend on ma rina s, for y ou ca rry 
most of their fa cilities with y ou a nd 
y ou ca n a nchor wherev er y ou wa nt 
for the night. (The wa terwa y s a re 
a ll gov ernment-owned, so no one will 
tell y ou y ou’re on priv a te property .) 
For insta nce, one ev ening we tied 
up to a tree in a lov ely deserted cov e 
on La ke Cha mpla in, miles from the

mea nings of v a rious buoy s wa s a 
ma tter of a couple of ev miings' study . 
(By memorizing the phra se “ red- 
right-returning” —a lwa y s keep red 
buoy s on the right when going up­ 
strea m—I ha d it ha lf-ma de.) The im­ 
porta nt rules of the roa d a re few 
a nd ea sy —^the ma in one being to 
pa ss to the right of a pproa ching 
boa ts, just a s in a ca r. Things like 
how to get the a nchor to gra b bot­ 
tom a nd wha t kind of wea ther to 
be leery of turned out to be ma inly 
ma tters of common sense. 
There is no dMrth, we found, of 
ma rina s where, for a cha rge of 10 
or 15 cents per-foot of boa t length, 
we could tie up for the night. Some 
a re little more tha n a ga s ta nk, wa ter 
hose, a nd a n electricity supply tha t 


nea rest ma rina , with our bow in the 
woods a nd our roof-sundeck com­ 
ma nding a sweeping v iew of the 
Green Mounta ins. We ha d fresh- 
ca ught perch for dinner, a nd a fter 
dinner we sa t on the sundeck a nd 
wa tched the sta rs come out. 
And tha t is wha t we found best 
a bout this business of floa ting a cross 
the la ndsca pe in a houseboa t: You 
do it in y our own wa y , a t y our own 
pa ce, unhurried a nd unpreseured. 
Whether y ou choose the sta y ing-a t- 
ma rina s wa y or the ty ing-to-a -tree 
wa y , whether y ou prefer to ca tch fish 
or wa tch birds, whether y ou like 
cha mpa gne for brea kfa st or ha m 
a nd eggs, if my ex perience is a ny 
guide y ou’ll find tha t there is no v a ­ 
ca tion like it qn la nd or on sea . a

BETH BRICKELL: 
Her Big Love Affair with Money 


The tv series “Gentle Ben“ has been cancelled— but no matter to this self-sufficient 


beauty who has always had a way of finding extra dollars

Beth Brickell doesn't mind losing her tv show—just not working with Dennis Weaver, young Clint Howard, and Gentle Ben.

CONTRACT cancellation is 
just a passing incident 
in the life of Beth Brickell. 
She isn’t turned off one bit 
knowing that her tv show is 
scheduled to run only to mid- 
June of this year. 
“I really feel I have expressed ev- 
erjrthing I can in the part, to say the 
least,” said the All-American wife of 
the “Gentle Ben” series. “There just 
isn’t much depth to my role.” 
The contract was for the custom­ 
ary five years, and even though “Gen­ 
tle Ben” consistently earned high 
ratings Beth wasn’t really satisfied 
after two seasons. But she added, 
“I’ve enjoyed doing the show, and I 
adore Dennis Weaver (her All-Ameri­ 
can^ tv husband), and Clint Howard 
(her All-American tv son.)” 
When I talked with this novice 
actress, I felt a tingle of apprehen­ 


sion that such a fragile-looking young 
woman could be so practical and busi­ 
ness-minded. “I guess you could say 
my hobby is making a little bit of 
money with any kind of side line,” 
Beth told me. “All my life I’ve been 
busy with one kind of money-making 
scheme or another.” 
Whether you want to blame it on 
her solid ancestors, who date back to 
the American Revolution, or to the 
fact that her parents were not very 
well off, the value of money always 
has been a constant “thing” with 
the self-sufficient actress. 
Wh«n sh* was five, she sold lemon­ 
ade; at six she mowed lawns and 
sold magazines; at seven she col­ 
lected used clothes hangers, then sold 
them to dry cleaners; at eight she 
sold all-occasion greeting cards. Hav­ 
ing to part with any of her earnings 
always was the biggest disappoint­ 
ment of Beth’s young life. She learned 


early that she had to have a source 
of income—and then some. 
Never satisfied with her job and 
always looking for a new or another 
challenge, Beth moved to New York 
City about three years ago to become 
an actress. “I needed something that 
seemed inconceivable, impossible,” 
she says. She first studied with San­ 
dy Meisner and then with Lee Stras- 
berg, noted teachers of acting. 
"B^ing practical/' Beth explained 
further, “I decided that it was very 
important for an actor to have a 
steady income, independent from an 
acting career. So I went into the 
furniture business—I was sales man­ 
ager, truckman, and installer.” 
Beth also decided to add to her in­ 
come by subletting apartments. All 
of her business ventures paid off ex­ 
cept one—a tv coffee commercial. Her 
distaste for the “black stuff” kept re­ 
flecting itself in her facial expres­ 


sions, so the agency could not use it. 
“So all I got was a day’s pay,” she 
says. “I lost out on all those lovely 
residual payments.” 
Beth might have become a busi­ 
ness tycoon if “being a very fine ac­ 
tress was not the biggest challenge I 
could find,” she says. The business 
left no time to pursue an acting ca­ 
reer so she gave up most of her busi­ 
ness involvements. 
As for marriage, Beth says, “I am 
not ready for it—maybe because I 
didn’t want to get involved. I’ve been 
involved, and I got hurt. 
"NovPodoys I will date anybody 
who isn’t n^arried. This way I depend 
only on myself. I have this built-in 
mechanism that makes me want to 
protect myself, have something to 
fall back on. That’s why I want to be 
successful, as an actress.” 
Beth seemed compelled to add, “I 
guess people would say it is unortho­ 
dox to be happy in my situation. But 
the awful part is—I am! Most of my 
college friends are married and have 
children, but they no longer have 
dreams. I think there is a lot to be 
said for marriage, but I feel I owe it 
to myself to try whatever it takes to 
overcome this insecurity first.” 
But she does concede one type of 
man interests her—one as obsessed 
with money and success as she. ♦

Mystics foresee and scientists predict a deep rumble, 
the terrifying sway of buildings, then mass 
W ill EARTHQUAKES

N GEOLOGY laboratories through­ 
out California, engineers, geo­ 
physicists, and seismologists are 
calmly working out a scenario 
for Uie next big quake to hit 
the state. It could well happen 
like this: 
A quiet, warm day, perhape eometime 
tn the late epriutg or eummer of this year. 
Suddenly, up and down the etate, family 
doge eome to their feet, ears alert. They 
whimper nervouely, already catching an 
almost inaudible rumble tn the ground. 
The rumble gets louder, houses begin to 
shake. Pipes and electric lines snap, plaeter 
and walls coUapee, 
The great, roaring quake pounds at 
California for interminable seconds. Hills 
crumble into vaOeye, the freeways bend 
like rubber bands, the Golden Gate and 
Oakland Bay bridges twist and pitch. The 
quake ^ e s , now a doud of duet and smoke 
650 miles long hillowe the length of the 
etate. In the duety murk, the citiee are 
ero d in g . From San Diego to San Fran­ 
cisco they are fiery exploeione that light 
up the haze like a sparkling Fourth of 
July spectaele. 
If this sounds like the conclusion of an 
old Cecil B. DeMille extravaganza, dont 
be deceived. Currently a rumor is raffinff 
through the state that a quake as big as 
the one that wrecked San Francisco in 
1906 will hit this year. 
As a result, several small Pentecostal 
congregations have sold their homes and 
moved away. Seers like Jeane Dixon and 
Maurice Woodruff are prognosticating 
earth tremors for 1969. And HoUywood 
agents say many of their stars have sud­ 
denly asked for foreign film assignments 
which will take them out of the state all 
this summer. 
Most California geologists admit there 
IS a chance of a major quake hitting the 
state sometime soon. 
TJie problem is that these scare pi^ic- 
tions obscure the real dangers of earth­ 


quakes,” compUins James Brune, a geo­ 
physicist with the California Institute of 
Technology. *’A date passes and people 
'Forget about quakes.' But we're long 
overdue for a big one.'' 
Cal Tech geologist Dr. Charles Richter, 
dean of this country's earthquake watch­ 
ers, agrees: "It is inevitable that there 
will be a major quake in California. It 
could happen tmnorrow. No place is exempt 
from the danger.” 
The focus of most of this anxiety is a 
deiBp crack into the crust of the earth 
called the San Andreas Fault More than 
660 miles long, it emerges from the Gulf 
of California below San Diego and even­ 
tually disappears back into the ocean north 
of the San Francisco area. 
It is part of a zone of restless, constantly 
shifting rock that extends up through

Alaska, out along the Aleutians to Japan, 
then back through the Pacific via New Zea­ 
land, and up along the western coast of 
South America. 
Geologists call the San Andreas a

For millions of years, the west side has 
been moving northwest at a rate of one 
to two inches a year. Certain areas, how­ 
ever, do not seem to be moving. According 
to geologists, these **k)cked** sections are 
building up pressure much like a spring 
under tension. Eventually the spring has 
to snap. When it does, California will have 
a mammoth quake. The force released will 
be millions of times greater than that re­ 
leased by a nuclear weapon.

Poles of the earth occasionally shift a few 
feet, and whenever one of these unexplain­ 
able polar shifts takes place, earthquakes 
follow. Scientists suggest a more careful 
tracking of this polar wobble. 
Cr—p«wofcMitgi Researchers are pres­ 
ently developing a variety of new, ultra­ 
sensitive instruments for measuring earth 
movements. Scientists have already reached 
the point where they can now predict with 
some degree of reliability where the next 
tremors in the rock will take place. 
**But the problem is that we still can*t 
predict the violence of the movements,” 
sajrs Dr. Richter. 
While the scientists are busy learning 
to predict quakes, California’s politicians 
are equally busy trying to soft-pedal the 
danger of earthquakes. ’‘We’ve lived with 
quakes all our lives,” San Francisco’s

been recommended to study earthquakes 
further. Scientists want to leam what 
causes earthquakes—and, equally impor­ 
tant, how to control them. Here are some 
techniques being tested:

This conceivably would “loosen” the tense 
sections, producing some mini-quakes but 
no serious major ones.
